“The Poem partakes of the same delicate mystic beauty as Thel, but tends also to- 
ward the incoherence of the writings which immediately followed it. Of the former 
qualities the commencement may be quoted as an instance: 

‘Enslay’d, the Daughters of Albion weep: a trembling lamentation 
Upon their mountains; in their valleys, sighs toward America.’ 

“The designs to the ‘Visions of the Daughters of Albion’ are magnificent in energy 
and portentousness. They are coloured with flat, even tints, not worked up highly. A 
frontispiece represents Bromion and Oothoon, chained in a cave that opens on the 
sea; Theotormon sitting near. The title page is of great beauty; the words are written 
over rainbow and cloud, from the center of which emerges an old man in fire, other 
figures floating around.”—Gilchrist. 
Gilchrist, as just quoted, describes this work as not being highly worked up, but 
colored with flat even tints. As noted above, this is the case in virtually all but two 
copies, ONE OF WHICH IS THE PRESENT ONE. In this copy the coloring is in highly 
finished opaque pigments and watercolor, achieving an effect of amazing force and 
beauty. Comparison of the plates in this copy with the three duplicate plates which 


accompany it and which are finished in the usual flat wash colors shows the tre- 
mendous difference between the two styles; not only do they display entirely variant 


color schemes, but in the former of the two there is a depth of plastic values not real- 


ized in the latter. In the duplicate plates “The Argument” with its illustration is 
Printed on the verso of the title-page, whereas in the present copy it appears on a 
separate leaf.

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THE PLATES ARE ENTIRELY UNCUT, with one exception noted below, and show the 
marginal stitch-holes made by Blake for its original binding. The plates proper, which 
measure about 634 by 434 inches, are printed on paper measuring about 15 by II inches, 
thus displaying a wide margin. The leaves bearing pages 4 and 7 of the poem are 
watermarked “J. Whatman 1794”. The leaf bearing p. 2 of the poem has been torn, 
partly affecting the plate, but since very skilfully repaired. 

The frontispiece of this copy has a curious history. “Beaconsfield library marks”, ac- 
cording to Keynes, “dated 1856, show that the frontispiece was at that time missing; 
it was still missing when the library was sold at Sotheby’s on March 20, 1882, the 
volume being bought for Mr. B. B. Macgeorge of Glasgow (Ellis and White, £34). 
The missing print came to light again, however, together with other Blake originals 
from an anonymous source, being sold at Hodgson’s on Jan. 14, 1904 (Hopkins, £29), 
and was secured by Mr. Macgeorge.” The frontispiece thus finally reunited with the 
volume displays the same forceful coloring peculiar to the rest of the plates; it was 
slightly cut down, however, at some time to about 11% by 8 inches, but has now been 
inlaid to its original size. For purposes of exhibition at the Fogg Art Museum in 1930 
it was provided with a special mat and glazed frame which now accompany it.

It differs from any of Blake’s early 
attempts at blank verse in the absolute regularity of metre. Symons suggests that it 
may be a translation of Klopstock, dictated by Hayley, or that it may be a copy of 
a very early work made at Hayley’s instigation. .... It seems very improbable that 
this work, which is certainly not Blake’s own composition, is the same as that referred 
to by Crabb Robinson as a Vision (or Version) of Genesis.”
